Continuation of 3. NOTE: the limitation "wherein when said first and second fingerprints match in all of position, type, and direction 
associated with a ridge of the vicinal feature points, it is determined the feature information of feature points to be checked contained in 
the first and second fingerprints are the same feature points" recited in claim 1 does not exist in previously presented independent claims 
50, and 52. Previously presented claim 50 recites " comparing position, type and direction of a target vicinal feature point in the first 
fingerprint with position, type and direction associated with a ridge direction of a corresponding feature point in the second finger print; and 
deteriming whether there is a match between the first and second vicinal feature points responsive to the comparison". It is clear from the 
claim language, that in respons to the comparison, it could be no match, a match in position, a match in type, a match in direction or a 
combination of them. No where in the claim language of previously presented independent claims 50 and 52 there is an emphasis that a 
match ocurrs when there is a match of all position, type and direction. Furthermore, the limitation "where feature direction is a ridge 
direction when the feature point is an end point and a direction of larger number of ridges when the feature point is a bifurication point" 
recited in claim 1 in combination with the limitation recited in the first three lines above and in combination with the other features of the 
previously presented claim 1 was not previously presented or examined in the combination as they are claimed now in currently amended 
claim 1 . These features raise new issues and require further consideration. 
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
